are in the throes of the most desper- 
ate conflict in the history of factional 
polities in the nation. It arises out 
of the party division as to the per- 
sonnel strength of the navy follow- 
ing the adoption of the international 
reduction ratio of 5-5-3. 

Its significance, however, reaches 
far beyond this purely naval issue, in 
that it is also a direct fight on and 
defense of the newly created func- 
tions of the house appropriations 
committee, following the adoption of 
the budget system, ‘and it is also a 
direct attack on and defense of the 
edministrative branch of the govern- 
ment which has come out flat-foot- 
edly in opposition to the appropria- 
tion committee’s provision in the na- 
val appropriation bill for only 67,000 
men all told as against the demand 
for 86,000 was made by the house 
naval affairs committee. 

The war has arrayed on one side 
House Leader Mondell and practically 
all the house republican heavyweights 
and on the other President Harding, 
Secretary Denby and the general staff 
of admirals as well as the majority 
of the house naval affairs committee. 

Situation Explained. | 

To understand intelligently the sit- 

uation the naval committee decided-

CeRE to maintain the new ratio 
fixed by the disarmament conference. 

The white house and navy depart- 
ment and the staff officers took the 
same view. The appropriations com- 
mittee, however, the duties of which 
are not legislative, restricted the pro- 
posed appropriation to 67,000 men, 
thus, it is claimed, legislating by in- 
direction, contrary to law, and the 
67,000 viewpoint has been accepted by 
the house leaders for political pur- 
poses in the approaching congression- 
al campaign, where alleged govern- 
ment economy will te made an issue. 

Thus the battle rages with the 
breech between republican party heads 
widening all the time. In the mean- 
time the democrats are also split on 
the question, and the Georgia delega- 
tion will be strongly divided when the 
question comes to a vote. 

Crisp for Higher Figure. 


In a short speech before the house 
today, Kepresentative Charles’ B. 


Crisp, of Georgia, strongly advocated 
a personnel of 86,000. 

Judge Crisp, who is a member of 
the ways and means committee, de- 
clared that any reduction in the per- 
sonnel beyond the figure recommended 
would prevent the government from 
carrying out its full program under 
the 5-5-3 ratio. He pointed out that 
he majority of the rfaval committee, 
after exhaustive hearings on the sub- 
ject had decided on the force named, 
and that the secretary and assistant 
secretary of the navy, who are charged 
with the duty of managing the navy, 
have said it was necessary to have 
86,000 to maintain the ratio.

Senate Appropriations

He Says Preparedness Be-' 


fore War Would Have: 
Saved Huge Expense in 
Prosecution of Conflict. 


Washington, April 14.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—-The question of 
military preparedness arose today in 
the senate appropriations committee 
during its consideration of the army 
appropriatien bill. Discussion of the 
subject was brief, but senators said 
the quéstion of a national policy had 
grown out of the fight over the house 
reduction in the size of the army. 


Major General J. G. Harbord, dep- | 


uty chief of staff, and Brigadier Gen- 
eral William Lassiter, in charge of 
military operations and training, ap- 
peared before the committee to pre- 
sent the war department’s views on 
the subject of the house cut, the for- 
mer insisting that the organization 
was strained to the breaking point 
now under the forced reduction of a 
year ago, and the latter describing the 
plan adopted: by the department for 


‘building up at low expense the forces 


required in a national emergency. 


“If the provision is not made 
for 150,000 men,” said General Har- 
bord, “then we who are charged with 
operation and maintenance of _ the 
work must. ask congress to re-state 
for us the mission of the army.” 

Hitchcock Differs. 

The statement followed a series of. 
questions by Senator Hitchcock, dem- 
ocrat, Nebraska, who contended that 
the “European idea” of preparedness. 
had been proved wrong by the world 
war. 
the United States would have saved 
much money upon which it is now 
paying interest if it had been prop- 
erly prepared for the war. The work 
done by the American army, he con- 
tended, was at extraordinary ex- 
pense, “and would have availed noth- 
ing had no®@ gallant little France held 
the line until we got our machinery 
going.” 

Mr. Hitchcock argued that the 
United States had “fooled” all Europe 
in getting actively and effectively into 
the fray in less than a year. To this, 
the general answered that had the 
preparation taken place ahead of the 
declaration of war, Germany “might 
have felt different about engaging us.” 

“We did it in a year, true,” con- 
tinued General Harbord, “but had we 
lived up to the national defense act, 
earried out its terms in good faith, 
we certainly would have saved im- 
mense sums that now enter into the 
public debt upon which, we are paying 
$951,000,000 interest annually.” 


To Fulfill Mission. 


General Harbord pressed the need for 
officers and men to do “what the pub- 
lie expects of us.” It is the work out- 
side of the actual army functions that 
requires the extra personnel, he de 
clared, adding that congress by its 
appropriations and otherwise had 
shown that it believed such work was 
worth while and thus the army had 
come to regard it as “our mission.” 
He reiterated that to cut down the 
strength to 115,000 as proposed by the

GIVEN BY TUMULTY

Says He Never Author- 
ized “Message” Deliver- 
ed at Jefferson Day Din- 
ner, Honoring Cox.

Washington, April 14.—(By Con. 
stitution Leased Wire.)—Ex-Presi- 
dent Wilson’s letter to The New 
York Times, repudiating the Jefferson 
day dinner “message” delivered by 
his former secretary as not being 
authorized by him, has caused one 
of the biggest political sensations of 
recent months in Washington. It is 
looked upon as a complete demolitii n 
of carefuly laid republican campaign 
plans, 

The repudiated dinner “message” 
conveyed by Joseph Tumulty, was in- 
terpreted throughout the country as 
an intended boost for former Gov- 
ernor Cox’s presidential nomination 
in 1924, and as making the league of 
nation’s the chief issue in the forth- 
coming elections, although there was 
nothing specifically said on the sub- 
ject in the message. This interpre- 
tation was natural from the settings 
of the occasion, it being. in reality 
a meeting of Cox’s friends. 

Political leaders at the capital to- 
ight see in the Wilson statement 
one of the most significant pieces of 
finesse ever put over by the former 
democratic president. And it ig this 
—that Woodrow Wilson, regardless 
of his belief in the ultimate accept- 
ance of the league as the necessary 
step toward world amity, is unwill- 
ing’ to see the democritic party led 
into a trap through ‘which the Hard- 
ing administration will be permitted 
to cover up the demoralized state of 
the government and the inefficient 
record ereated during the first year 
of the G. O. Py regime. 

Clears Party Skies. 

The repudiation of the New York 
message is not considered ag a rejee- 
tion of the democratic titular leader’s 
political aspirations, nor as a boost 
for any other factor that may dévelop 
in the 1924 pre-convention campaign. 
It is merely a reiteration of Mr. Wil- 
son’s attitude of reticence since his re- 
tirement from office. But coming as 
it does it hag clarified the horizon ef 
several cloud flecks. 

Since the speech by former Gov- 
ernor Cox in New York republican 
leaders at the capital have attempted 
by every means possible to draw den.- 
ocrats into an acceptance of the league 
as the paramount issue for the com- 
ing election, for the express purpose, 
it is declared, to sidetrack the whole 
criticism of the majority party which 
has swept the country during the last 
six months and is increasing in veloc- 
ity today.

FIRING BREAKS OUT 
ALL OVER THE CITY 


Gravést Fears of Wide- 
spread Disorders During 
Week-End Are Aroused 
by Outbreak, 


Dublin, April 14—The long-feared 
Easter disturbances began here on 
Good Friday when soldiers of the reb- 
el army seized and barricaded Four 
Courts hotel, “which was the first 
building captured in the famous 
Easter rebellion of 1916. 

Gravest fears of widespread disor- 
ders throughout Dublin during the 
week-end were arvused by the first 
violent outbreak. 

Dublin residents in the yicinity of 
the Four Courts hote! fled when the 
invaders took possession. The sol- 
diers, armed with revolvers, were with- 
out uniforms for the most part and 
appeared to be young countrymen. A 
British soldier and a girl were wound- 
ed in the shooting that accompanied 
the outbreak. 

Indiscriminate firing broke out in 
various parts ef the city. 

Great uneasiness prevailed  inas- 
much as when the truce conference 


broke up without resching an ate 


ment, anti-treaty -seaders could gi 
no guarantees thst acts of violence 
would be avoided during: the week- 
end. 

The attacking force sdubbered four 
hundred, with General Roderick 
O’Connor in command. Occupants of 
the Four Courts were ejected and the 
rebels immediately set to work: forti- 
fying the hotel and pilingy sandbags 
Art O’Connor, leader 
of the rebel group, declared that the 
occupation should not be considered a 
coup d’etat or the beginning of a rev- 
olution. But that the anti-treaty 
forces, he said, intended to make the 
seized buildings the headquarters of 
their army and*would not permit any 
legal business to be transacted. Tie 
judges on the high court of justice, 
which sits in the Four Courts, were ab- 
sent from the city on their Easter holi- 
day. 

No resistance was offered to the at- 
tackers, who came up in two bodie« 
The constable inside and the sergeant 
constable on-duty outside the building 
were captured, but subsequently re- 
leased, Guests were ejected and pass- 
ersby were commandeered fo fiJl] sand- 
bags. 

Well informed sources here believe 
the truce conference failed even to 
reach a basis of discussion, and are 
therefore pessimistic over the hope of 
a settlement.

CONFERENCE FATE 


RESTS ON SOLVING 
RUSS DEBT TANGLE 


How Much of Old Regime 

Debts Shall Soviet As- 
sume, Is Big Problem 
at Genoa. 


TCHITCHERIN RESISTS 
VIEWPOINT OF ALLIES 


Says No Nation Intends 
Payment of War Debts, 
So Why Should Soviet 
Assume These?

Genoa, April 14.—The fate of 
Genoa now seems to hang on the 
question of the old Russian debt. 

A complicated and delicate situa- 
tion has developed over just how much 
of the old ezarist and Kerensky 


sible for. It is a tangle which will 
require all the mastery and resource- 
fulness of Premier Lloyd George to 
unravel. 

Leading conference figures wrestled 
over the problem at an all-day ses- 
sion at Liayd George’s villa, pausing 
only for lunch. But late Friday night 
found them still without prospect of 
an agreement. 

The old realignment reappeared dur- 
ing the discussion with Russian for- 
eign Minister Tchitcherin stubbornly 
fighting thé recommendations of the 
allied econemic experts, Lloyd George 
inclining to be conciliatory and Bar- 
thou, of France, maintaining the 
French irreconcilable attitude. 

Holds Parley Fate, 

Tchitcherin, by his determined op- 
position to the reeommendations, has 
worked himself into a strategic pwsi- 
tion and may almost be said to hold 
the fate of the conference in his hand. 
He has it within his power either to 
drive a compromise bargain by yield- 
ing at certain points, or to refuse to 
give in at all and force the allies, if 
they do anything at all, to do it over 
the protest of Russia—a situation 
which might arouse sympathy for the 
soviets, on the ground that their sov- 
ereigy rights were being usurped. 

Tchitcherin, resisting the allied 


sia should not be compelled to pay 
the czarist and Kerensky obligations 
because no countries intended to pay 
their war debts. Britain and France, 
he pointed out, had not paid their 
debts to the United States. Further- 
more, he declared, Russia did not 
come to Genoa to put her head in a 
noose whereby futyre generations 
would be enslaved with heavy indem- 
nities. 

All at Same Table. 
“The British are apparently willing 
to modify the recommendations some- 
what, but France is strongly insisting 
that they stand unchanged., 

The whole fate of the conference 
is admittedly turning on the Russian 
reply to this phase of the economic 
report which asks her to give fixed 
guarantees for the purpose of insuring 
protection for foreign capital invest- 
ed for reconstruction.

DISASTROUS FLOOD 
HITS MIDDLE WEST 


Thousands Flee to High- 
lands Only to Suffer 
From Terrific Gales and 
Cyclones.

Chicago, April 14.—Middle west 
lowlands populations hurried to high- 
er ground with their belongings Fri- 
day to escape the worst floods of years 
and, on reaching safe territory, found, 
according to some reports to the 
United News, that they had jumped 
from a watery grave to possible death 
from unprecedented gales and cyclones, 

Five weeks of rain and, in the 
northwest, mild weather that flooded 
rivers with melted snow, finds IIli- 
nois, Indiana, Wisconsin and the Mis- 
sissippi valley generally well inundated. 
The Mississippi is raging to the‘gulf 
with a flood tide that is taxing levees 
to the limif. Hundreds of its tribu- 
taries, large and small, are from ten 


| to twenty-five feet above normal. 


Town Flooded. 

Begrdstown, Iil., worst hit of any 
of the flooded cities, is an island in 
the Illinois river. More than 6,000 
of its inhabitants have fled and those 
remaining are living in second and 
third stories of their homes. Grocery 
stores are selling to customers who 
row to market in boats. Tent cities 
have sprung up on the bluffs, with 
the Red Cross and Salvation Army in 
charge of relief work. Two babies

Choate Plan Would Build 
Up a “Mongrel Autocra- 
cy,” Nutting Tells Sev- 
enth Ward Voters. 


That there will be no alliance be 
tween the Choate and Watkins charter 
factions, and that city council next 
Monday will adopt the proposed meas- 
ure calling for a run-over election 
on May 30, are two important ques- 
tions in connéction with the charter 
fight that appeared Friday to be pret- 
ty definitely settled. 

Leaderg of the Choate faction de- 
clared that a compromise would be 
unthinkable on their part if it meant 
combining on the Watkins plan. On 
the other hand, Miss Bleanore Raoul, 
speaking for the League of Women 
Voters, backing the Atlanta plan of 
Mr. Watkins, declares that any talk 
of. the Watkins supporters going over 
to the Choate side is idle. 

Dr. L. N. Huff, candidate for 
mayor, came out publicly Friday for 
the présent charter, with the amend- 
menfs offered, and announced that 
he would take the stump next week. 


Mayor Key Assailed. 


Friday night at Battle Hill school 
in the seventh ward, speakers of 
the stand-pat group flayed the Choate 
and Watkins charters, scored Mayor 
Key in the sharpest of terms for 
“playing the deserter for the lure of 
another term,” and severely criticis- 
ed the board of education. 

Councilman J. R. Nutting charged 
that the Choate plan is the “most 
damnable charter” that has ever been 
submitted to the people of Atlanta: 
that it gives the mayor more power 
than the kaiser had over Germany, 
and that under it a “mongrel autoc- 
racy” would be built up. 

The councilman said its provision 
surrounded the office of the director 


| of finance, or city comptroller; ought 


to be enough to defeat it. He pointed 
out. that the directér of finance will 
appoint the tax accessors, the tax col- 
lector and the purchasing agent. “This 
official, with no check on him at all,” 
said the speaker, “would control the 
assessment of taxes, the city’s pur- 
chases, collect all the money and pay 
out all‘the money himself.

Mr. Nutting extolled the city’s pres- 
ent system of accounting as a model, 
and stated that it had been declared 
as suche by repreesntatives of the 
United States government investigat- 
ing financial systems of cities.

Goal for Defense. 

A potential army of 2,000,000 men 
is the goal set by the war department 
in laying its plans for national de- 
fense, according to General Lassiter.

length the allied statesmen are going 
to placate Russia and work out a 


solution acceptable to her. Tchit- 
cherin had asked a 24-hour delay 
in which to study the economic re- 
port. This was extended to 48 hours 
when the allies learned that Tchit- 
eherin was not inclined to accept 
the recommendations. 

Then another postponement was 
granted ostensibly because of Good 
Friday, but in reality to give time 
for the informal and private nego- 
tiations now going on. Formal con- 
sideration of the report may go over 
into next week. Informal discus- 
sions will be continued Saturday. 

Wile it is insisted that the sole 
purpose of this delay is to allow 
Russia time to prepare her reply, 
it is no secret that tHe reason is due 
to the fact that tne allied represen- 
tatives are endeavoring to effect a 
private agreement with Tchitcherin 
that will prevent an open controversy 
in the formal meeting of the com- 
mission, |. 

George’s Wisdom Apparent. 

The wisdom of Lloyd George in- 
sisting at Cannes that delegates to 
Genoa have plenary powers is now 
apparent as it permits the nations 
so represented to etiect private but 
absolutely binding agreements. France 
is at a disadvantage in this, as her 
delegates alone are without full pow- 
er to make decisions. 

This gives the conference leaders 
an opportunity to concentrate on the 
vital political questions leaving the 
commissions to work out solutions 
of technical matters. In other words, 
the finance and other commissions 
are mere camouflage for covering up 
the work of the delegates with plen- 
ary powers who are dealing with the 
bigger subjects. 

The Russians deny reports that 
they asked for delay in order to con- 
sult Moscow, pointing out that they 
had plenary powers. 

Indications are that the Russians 
will finally grant whatever guaran- 
tees are deemed necessary ‘after driv- 
ing the hardest © bargain possible. 
Tchitcherin is, therefore, in the most 
important position during the private 
negotiations now going on. As ex- 
pected, he is centering his attention 
on the recognition of the war debts 
and the proposed institution of spe- 
cial tribunals for eases in Russia in- 
volving foreigners.

Washington, April 14.—President 
Harding, in his first public utterance 
on the 1923 naval bill, declared in a 
letter presented today to the house 
that while the decision must lie with 
congress he would be greatly disap- 
pointed, as he believed the country 
would be, if the enlisted force was cut 
below 


The o was given in response 
to a “fcr the president’s view 
by Rep tative Longworth, repub- 


lican, Ohio, one of the leaders in the 
fight to defeat the proposal to limit 
the force to 67,000. There had be 
unofficial statements to the effect 
that the president opposed a drastic 
reduction in personnel and that he 
stood for the figure proposed in the 
McArthur amendment. | 

In presenting the letter toward the 
close of an all-day debate, Mr. Long- 
worth said he was glad to accept the 
challenge from friends of the measure 
as framed to find out what the presi- 
dent wanted and to let the house 


know. 
Text of Letter. 

The president’s letter, bearing the 
date of today, follows: 

“My Dear Congressman Longworth: 
I have to acknowledge your letter of 
inquiry addressed to me on the tenth 
instant. If I .were to address the

“I do not doubt the good faith of 
the committee majority in believing a 
suitable navy can be maintained under 
the limitations fixed in the pending 
bill, and I am heartily in accord with 
every consistent effort to deepen the 
cut im governmental expenditures. At 
the same time I must believe in the 
good faith of the navy department and 
our naval advisers, who say very em- 
phatically that it is impossible to 
maintain, within the proposed appro- 
priations, the standard set for our 
navy which was made the base of the 
international conference, and which 
standard we have proclaimed to the 
world. 

“Of course, the decision must lie 
with the congress, but I should not 
be frank in replying to your inquiry 
if I did not say that I shall be 
greatly disappointed, and I believe the 
country will be greatly disappeinted 
if the appropriation, to which the 
navy must and will adhere, is reduced 
to the point where the limitation of 
enlisted men and aprentices is below 
86,000. No presentation of the situa- 
tion, which has come to my notice, 


-has served to alter that opinion. 


“Ultimately, perhaps, the lower fig- 
ures proposed may be reached, and I 
hope it will be possible through later 
international concert, but the trend 
toward peace and security ought to 
be more firmly established before go- 
ing beyond the limitation to which 
we were gladly committed at the in- 
ternational conference.

Vote Comes Today. 

The vote on the enlisted provision 
section will come tomorrow. On the 
eve of the battle both sides tonight 
still were claiming victory. 

“Everything is fine and the bill as 
written will pass,” said Chairman 
Kelley, who is in charge of the bill. 

“We will win, unless too many of 
our supporters leave town for East- 
er,” said Representative McArthur, 
of Oregon, republican member of the 
naval commfttee, ready with an 
amendment providing for 86,000 men 
the moment the section is reached. 

Friends of the “big navy” had plan- 
ned early today to force the fight 
over until next week but Chairman 
Kelley resisted all attempts to de- 
lay. When the measure was called 
up to be read, item by item, the clerk 
had barely turned a page when the 
fight started on the enlisted question 
and it raged unceasingly until to- 
night. In the end, the house, worn 
out by hours of talk, quit nine pages 
ahead of the disputed provision. 

One Amendment Accepted. 

One amendment was accepted and 
one was voted down, ‘There was no 
objection to the first, by Representa- 
tive Towner, republican, Iowa, for 
an increase from $250,000 to $3843,- 
000 for the government of the Virgin 
Islands, but the other, for increas- 
ing the appropriations for the Great 
Lakes naval station from $160,000 
to $260,000, offered by Representative 
Chindblom, republican, Illinois, the 
home state of the station, was re- 
jected, 56 to 32. But the figures did 
not represent the full voting strength 
on the floor. 

Bitter at times, the debate often 
took a lighter turn. A telegram from 
Commander McNider, of the Amerigan 
Legion, received today by Mr. Mc- 
Arthur and read to the house urging 
a full man force for ships allotted by 
treaty, developed that all of the rep- 
resentatives, members of the legion, 
were not behind the bigger navy fight.

Democrats Confident.

In Tues- 
day’s @.cction the republican majority 
was cut to 3,08¢, or about one-fifth 
of the republican majorities of the 
past.

Materialization of the splendid 
plan for the extension of Madison 
avenue to Whitehall street, as sug- 
gested by the city planning com- 
mission and urged by owners of 
abutting property, which plan has 
been approved in.-tentative form 
by the streets committee of coun- 
cil, would give Atlanta its first 
“Seven Points.” 

From Peters street south Madi- 
son avenue is little more than an 
alley, wholly inadequate for use 
as a traffic thoroughfare.. ‘ 

The plan now before council is 
to widen it to eighty feet over that 
distance, making Madison a stand- 
ard thoroughfare extending from 
the southern end of the proposed 
Spring street viaduct to White- 
hall, thus providing an additional 
north-south artery of traffic. 

Madison would then join Forsyth 
near its junction with Whitehall, 
and at the point where Cooper, 
Forsyth, Windsor, Fair and Broth- 
erton streets meet Whitehall; the 
traffic center thus created form- 
ing Atlanta’s first “Seven Points,” 
which would become a most impor- 
tant center as. it is only a few 
blocks from the center of the city. 

The extension of Madison, to- 
gether with the completion of the 
Spring street viaduct project open- 
ing Spring street from Madison to 
Brookwood station, would provide 
another route, paralleling White. 
hall, Broad and Forsyth and Wash- 
ington streets, for traffic between 
the northern and southern sections 
of the city. 

This would be a great relief to

In many ways and upon every 
appropriate occasion members of

There is no logical reason why 
a pound of meat, or of dairy prod- 
ucts, or of food products, should 
oe shipped into Georgia from other 
states for consumption by Geor- 
gians; and yet each year our im- 
portations of such commodities run 
high into the millions of dollars, 
every dollar representing money 
that should be kept at home and 
applied to the development of our 
own resources and industries. 

Commending the club women for 
what they are doing to stop this 
needless drain upon the state and 
to make Georgia. self-supporting, 
the Albany Herald truthfully said 
in an editorial recently, that— 

“In few things has the federation 
been more persistently active than 
in seeking to impress upon Geor- 
gians the fact that a state produc- 
ing such splendid food products as 
Georgia should be ashamed not to 
give them preference—not to util- 
ize them the year round, thereby 
materially strengthening the home 
market for home products.” 

In a similar vein, complimenting 
the club women—particularly Mrs. 
J. E. Hays, their president—the 
Dalton Citizen pointedly declared 
in an editorial the other day that— 

“Everything that is needed for a 
wholesome existence, and many 
things used only in emergencies are 
made in Georgia, and if the people 
as a whole could be brought to re- 
alize it and shown the enormous 
amount of money their trading at 
home would keep in the state to be 
used to increase production and the 
building up of every eection, it 
would be a big step forward in- 
deed. 

“We need nothing more than to 
be impressed with the good quali- 
ties of the things we have. 

“When we realize that we have 
succeeded in producing standard 
products, and use them, then will 
others believe in our achievements 
and seek to satisfy their needs in 
our markets.” 

In striving to impress upon 
Georgians a full realization and 
appreciation of the true greatness 
and the possibilties of their state, 
the Federation of Women’s clubs 
is rendering a service that puts its 
members in the foremost ranks of 
Georgia. boosters. | 

The federation merits the whole- 
hearted support and co-operation

TODAY’S TALK 


Georgia College for Women 
Lauded by New York Educator 


Editor Constitution: I have just 
visited the Georgia Normal and In- 
dustrial college for women and as 
one interested in the higher 
education of women, particular- 
ly in ways that equip her to 
take her part in modern life 
I would like to pay a tribute 
to what your state is accomplish- 
ing in this institution. Here is an 
institution which at small- cost to 
the state, is providing a modern- 
ized college courge that combines 
academic or general cultural train- 
ing with preparation for a specific 
vocation, teaching or home-making, 
and which is increasing our store of 
traditional culture by developing the 
cultural aspects of the day’s tasks 
on the farm, in the home and in the 
care of the child. 

In 1850, an American woman writ- 
ing of the education of women 
pointed out that woman’s natural 
vocations were as teacher of chil- 
dren.in the schools, as guardian of 
the health of child and adult, and 
as mother, housekeeper and home- 
maker. All vocational doors have 
since been opened to her and al! ed- 
ucational doors that lead to voca- 
tions, yet the natural interests of 
women lead the great majority to 
the three fields suggested and to 
varied related vocations. 

Milledgeville ts a college for wom- 
en that has developed, in addition 
to fundamental college instruction, 
specialized training for the voca- 
tions of women. It was one of the 
first institutions in the country to 
offer higher instruction in home- 
making for women. Its cours@s 
have influenced other colleges. To- 
day, wits 1,100 young women in 
attendance from every Georgia cuun~ 
ty, hundreds of others have had to 
be refused for lack of dormitory 
and other accomodation. No state 
can afford to refuse to provide 
higher education to its children who 
request it. 

In a similar state college for 
women in a nearby etate 1 found 
the other day 1,000 women on the 
campus and room to be made for 
300 more next year by the build- 
ing of new dormitories and dining 
halls provided by a generous state 
appropriation that in two or three 
years will still further increase the 
accommodations tq 2,000. 

At Milledgeville there is a small 
addition to a dormitory being con- 
structed out of the savings in costs 


of operation by an efficient college 
management. The time must be 
nearly at hand, with the resumption 
of normal business conditions, when 
Georgia will make an adequate busi- 
ness investment in the higher vo- 


cational education of its young 
women. Men and women must both 
be educated in their special tasks, 
and each to appreciate something of 
the tasks of the other, if we are to 
have the highest success in life, 


whether measured by narrow eco-j]. 


nomic tests or wider social and spir- 
itual results. The family rather than 
the individual and two or three gen- 
erations instead of one must stand 
scrutiny before we know whether 
we are going ahead or are under 
full steam astern. 

To train young women in all the 
responsibilities of the home and of 
health, of the child and of the school, 

ith intelligent appreciation of the 
work of men on the farm, in the 
shop and elsewhere, and to train 
young men in their special vocations 
with intelligent, appreciation of the 
work of women, and to give to both 
a common basic culture, this is the 
work of modern education. Mil- 
ledgeville is performing this with 
rare success for all of Georgia's 
young women who can crowd with- 
in her doors. 

There igs one point in President 
Park’s administration at Milledge- 
ville that must have the support of 
every parent—in years of increasing 
cost he has successfully held down 
the expenses of students so that to- 
day $300 @ year will cover all costs 
of attendance, including clothing, 
an amount which in some institu- 
tions will only pay the increased 
tuition charges, to say nothing of 
other items. This holding down of 
expenses to half, or less than half, 
of what they are in most other in- 
stitutions, is one of the miracles of 
Milledgeville that sets an example 
to the institutions of other states. 
Our state-supported higher educa- 
tion is under moral obligation to 
hold its costs at the lowest possible 
figure so that boys and girls of 
limited means may secure sgpecial 
training and serve t.ie state. 

But Milledgeville is more than 
wise management and economy or 
college buildings ant. special curric- 
ula that seem to me to meet ade- 
quately the calis of today upon 
young women. Under the leader- 
ship of'a master teacher, it ig shap- 


: ing the character of those who will 


lead in school and home and com- 
munity. Were 1 a citizen of Geor- 
gia instead of a temporary visitor 
within your hospitable borders, [ 
would say-to the Georgia legislature 
“Why not provide to the fullest for 
all reasonable needs of the Geor- 
gia college for women?” And that 
that is just what Georgians will 
shortly be doing I have not a doubt.

Staged by Arbuckle in his hotel 
apartments culminated in the 
death of one of the revelers. 

Arbuckle was arrested and thrice 
tried on the charge of man- 
Slaughter, and what the jury final- 
ly did was to legally absolve him 
from that charge. 

But there is apother charge 
hanging over Arbuckle—and over 
every other participant in that 
fatal debauch—from which he has 
not been absolved, and that is the 
charge of indecency.

Mrs. Glickstein had brooded since 
the jury in the Brooklyn supreme 
court a week ago acquitted Miss Oli- 
via M. P. Stone, the Cincinnati nurse, 
of a murder charge, although she did 
not deny that ghe sought out Ellis G. 
K\inkead, a lawyer, and shot him to 
death. 

“If the Stone woman goes free, 
the woman who killed my husband 
and brought on the death of his poor 
mother will also go free,’’ Mrs. Glick- 
stein had said to her daughter. The 
family sent her to a New Jersey 
health resort for a few days but she 
returned to New York for the Pass- 
over. In the quietness of dawn she 
ended her life, the third death indi- 
rectly attributable to Mrs. Rauzen’s 
confessed assassination of the physi- 
cian who, she said, destroyed her vir- 
tue. 

Dr. Glickstein’s aged mother 
dropped dead over his coffin two days 
after the shooting. There were two 
eandles buring in the little Brooklyn 
apartment for those two departed 
ones. After the police and neighbors 
brought the crumpled figure of Mrs. 
Glickstein, the widow, into the crowd- 
ed parlor and covered it with a sheet, 
Mrs. Tubansky, broken with grief. 
placed a third candle in the trident 
candelabra, lighted it, and with her 
grandaughter, knelt in prayer.

OF NAVY ABOVE GROUND 


Washington, April 14—A new 
policy in handling reserves of fuel 
oil for the navy, involving abandon- 
ment of attempts to keep the oil in 
storage under ground was announced 
today by the interior department. 
The project was worked out in co- 
operation with the navy department, 
the statement said, and involves the 
permanent storage above ground of 
“royalty oils’ derived from naval oil 
reserve lands in California and Wyom- 
ing, storage to be made by operators 
at joints on both coasts suitable for 
quick supply of the fleets in emer- 
gencies. 

“Contracts have been made and are 
now being made,” the statement said, 
“which will insure the navy ample 
storage for all the fuel oil which it 
has obtained now and which it will 
hereafter obtain from such reserves. 
This storage will be located at such 
points that in any time of crisis or 
need the ships of the United States 
ean obtain the same. at points from 
Guantanamo, Cuba, to the extreme 
northeast of Maine and from Califor- 
nia to Hawaii.” 

\ Solves Controversies. 
The new policy is outgrowth of 
effort to solve controversies grow- 
ing out of the setting aside of certain 
oil lands for naval purposes for which 
congress paved the way with the oil 
land leasing act. The interior de- 
partment pointed out that under the 
previous ywactice of attempting to 
rovide for storage under ground, oil 
in navy lands was being drained away 
by adjacent private operations and 
that “the so-called naval reserve” 
would be exhausted within a few 
years, 

Under the new leasing and “royalty 
oils’ storage plans, the department’s 
statement said, such loss would be 
prevented and the navy be assured of 
an immediate available war reserve 
supply of oil fuel at all times. 

The interior department’s statement 
follows: 


Statement Issued. 

“The theary upon which these naval 
reserves were created was that sup- 
plies of oil should thus be ensured 
for the use of the navy as fuel. 

“On each of these reserves private 
claims had been filed or presented in 
one form or another, some of which 
were approved by the supreme court 
of the United States, others by de- 
partmental action and others pending 
withont either judicial or department- 
al action. 

“Tinder the law the interior depart- 
ment was to adjudicate claims of in- 
dividuals, the navy to have for its 
purposes any royalty oil derived from 
such claims, as well as to have the 
title to any royalty oils produced from 
its own properties within either of 
such reserves to which no _ frivate 
claim had attached, or against which 
no such claims were pending. 

“Tt became evident that the theory 
of maintaining a reserve of oil under 
the ground where other drillings bv 
private individuals entitled so to drill 
was being carried was not tenable. 


this theory of fuel oil reserves for 
naval purposes, the oil must either 
be extracted and stored where it would 
not lose by evaporation or that other 
bodies entitled to drilling would re- 
ceive the benefits directly of the oil 
under their own lands and would 
from day to dav exhaust the oil under 
the navy holdings so that within a 
few vears in any event the so-called 
naval reserve would he exhausted and 
the navy thus lose all benefit there- 
from while a few individual claimants 
would receive benefits to which thev 
were not entitled. After thorough and 
full examination and consideration bv 
the best experts whose opinion we 
could obtain, it hecame apparent that 
we must secure storage for such naval 
oils above ground or at least in con- 
tainers of some character. 
‘Loss by Evaporation. 

“It is a fact well established that 
fuel oil in projer containers. loses 
less than 1 per cent in ten years by 
evaporation or other loss. 

“In handling each of these reserves 
for the interior department, as well 
as for the navy. the forrgoing facts 
have been borne in mind and contracts 
have been and are being made which 
will insure the navy ample storage 
for all of the fuel oil which it has ob- 
tained now and which it will here- 
after obtain from such reserves. This 
storage will be located at such points 
that in any time of crisis or need the 
ships of the United States can ob- 
tain the same at oints from Guan- 
tanamo, Cuba, to the extreme north- 
east ot Maine, and from California 
to Hawaii. 

“This policy of dealing with naval 
oil sis entirel ydifferent from the gov- 
ernmentalwpolicy of dealing with oils 
on the public lands where the proceeds 
must be sold for the highest obtain- 
able price and divided, as provided 
by the act of congress, between the 
United Stetes treasury, the reclama-, 
tion service and the state in which 
such deposits are located. 

“Tt must be understood that con- 
gress recognized this difference and 
by law provided for obtaining fuel 
oil for naval purposes by the exchange 
of the crude product as it came out 
of the wells which the navy itself 
could not use for such purposes, nor 
for any other purpose, until after it 
had gone through the refining process, 


Therefore, in working out the storage 
problems we are providing storage and 
the delivery of the naval oil at the 
tdace where it will be easily accessible, 
and still not subject to loss by the ex- 
change of crude oils with refiners and 
others for auch naval oils so delivered 
in the proper character of storage.”

Still Languishes 
In N. Y. Bastile 


While Thousands Wait Op- 
portunity to “Hiss” and 
“Boo” Former War 
Chief. 


New York, April 14.—General Gre- 
gorie Semenoff, tamen of the cos- 
sacks, was still in Ludlow street jail 
tonight, waiting for $25,000 bail. Our- 
side, crowding the street, perched on 
railings, leaning from windows, even 
sitting on edges of roofs, were thou- 
sands who waited for him, not to cheer 
but to “hiss” and “boo” the leader of 
the cossacks. 

Most of the thousands who milled 
about the jail during the day knew 
the cossack. Most of them were men 
and women of Russian descent who 
live in the thickly settled districts of 
the lower East Site. If they did not 
know themselves what the hard-riding 
cossacks can do, they had been told by 
their fathers or mothers who had fle 
from Russian massacres and they had 
no love for Semenoff. 

Early in the day police reserves 
were called out. They milled with the 
throng, ready to-avert any possibile 
trouble or to open a passageway 
through the crowds when callers came 
to the jail. Once or twice the re- 
serves went into the tenements near- 
by and drove the people from the roofs. 

Push Toward Jail. 

When the rotund general with his 
unmistakable mustaches, which flow 
over his broad cheeks to points under 
his eyes, was taken out for exercise 
the roaring hiss which came from the 
crowd drowned all police orders. There 
was a concerted push toward the jail 
doors, but the crowd could make no 
impression on the old red brick walls. 

Colonel Kroupsky, a former czarist 
officer, went to visit Semenoff, his 
chief. He was hissed and booed as 
the police made a wide Jane for him 
by main force. ‘The colonel would 
not talk. He hurried inside, conferred 
with the general and hurried out and 


away. 

Madame Semenoff, the smiling young 
womun who has stood behind her hus- 
band for more than a week of trouble 
mounting upon trouble, did not visit 
the jail. She contented herself with 
going ta chureh and sitting in her bo- 
tel waiting for news of a bail bond. 

All Efforts Fail. 

During the day the general’s attor- 
ney was busy seeking to get the $25,- 
OO bond, but company after com- 
pany refused on “patriotic” grounds. 
An effort to have Semenoff released 
through a legal vacating of his arrest 
failed—and the crowd milled on. 

A new effort to release the cossack 
will be made tomorrow. It will be 
through habeas corpus. If it fais, 
there is nothing the attorneys can do, 
they say, but wait until the end of the 
hearing in which “he Yourveta Home 
and Foreign Trading company is seek- 
ing to get intormation on Semenoff’s 
property. 

The geueral wants to sail for Eu- 
rope next week, but his attorneys to- 
day said he probably wouldn’t.

1,200 ARE HOMELESS 


Norfolk, Va., April 14.—-With the 
break of day Norfolk was planning the 
relief of 1,500 or more negroes ren- 
dered homeless by the fire in Berkeley, 


a suburb, last night, which wiped 
out approximately 300 homes, City 
officials today estimated the total 
property loss at $750,000. 

A large cook tent was being erected 


.to be operated by the department of 


public welfare, tents from the navy 
yard were set up in the St. Helena 
reservation to give shelter to men of 
the negro colony, and the women were 
to be taken care of at the homes of 
Berkeley and Norfolk negroes. 

The city, with the aid of the Red 
Cross, the negro ministerial associa- 
tion and other local ‘agencies, will be 
able to handle the situation, according 
to officials, 

A guard comprising police, sailors 
and marines was to be thrown around 
the St. Helena reservation. 

_ Two sailors were arrested by ma- 
rines charged with attempting to loot 
househld effects in the streets. 

There was considerable confusion 
among the fire victims as darkness 
fell. Lights in. the threatened dis- 
tricts were cut off and a considerable 
force of sailors, marines and police 
had to be provided to prevent dis- 
order. Companies of sailors and ma- 
rines were used as guards and also 
in fighting the flames and tearing 
down houses in the path of the blaze. 

Reports to the police indicated that 
matches or cigarettes thrown by 
youngsters who were ysdaying a base- 
ball game near the Tunis Lumber 
company’s mill was responsible for 
the start of the blaze. 

_ Four navy yard tugs were engaged 
in fighting the fire which covered 
nearly eight blocks of homes and smal] 
business houses, 

In addition to living tents and 
kitchena, the establishment of a hos- 
pital tent with naval medical sur- 
geons and attendants was being ar- 
ranged, and by nightfall it was said 
the reservation would be ready to 
house and care for the many needy 
families.

RAIL BOARD PLEASED 
WITH W. & A. CONDITION 


Many improvements have been made 
in the condition of the properties of 
the Western and Atlantic . railroad 
owned by the state and leased by the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis 
railroad, and the line is in better shape 
now than ever before in its history, ac- 
cording to Chairman C. M. Candler, 
of the state railroad commssion, who 
returned to Atlanta Friday after in- 
specting the road between Atlanta 
and Chattanooga.

The Condenser. 


An important function of the condenser, in the circuit of the radio 
transmitter, is to store up energy in the form of gn electrostatic field 
and then to release this energy by. discharging across the spark gap 
and setting up oscillations of high frequency. 

In its simplest form a condenser consists of two conducting sur- 
faces separated by an insulator, known as a dielectric. 
age condensers the dielectric may be air, glass, or mica and for low 
voltage condensers thin sheets of hard rubber or oiled paper.

If two conducting surfaces are so placed that there is a thin 
layer of air between them and the surfaces are connected to a supply 
of ‘direct or alternating current, and electrostatic field will be created 


which sets up electrostatic lines 
between the surfaces. If th

the surfaces connected, through the external circuit, the electrostatic 
field will discharge and cause an, electric current to flow through the 


externa] circuit.

Federal Reserve bank of Richmnod 
announced today that the discount 
rate on all classes of paper for all 
maturities has been reduced from 5 
per cent to 4 1-2 per cent. Thi: is 
the third reduction in the discount rate 
made since November 3, last, when 
the rat> was 6 per cent.

‘The banks have liquidated a con- 
siderable portion: of their indebted- 
ness to the federal reserve bank and 
the result has been a rise in the re- 
serve p sition of: the federal reserve 
bank from the lowest: point, around 
40 per cent, to approximately 60 per 
cent, the federal reserve bank of Rich- 
mond in the meantime having paid 
off all of the money borrowed from 
other federal reserve banks. 

“Part of the liquidation of loans 
made tv member banks by the fed- 
eral reserve bank of Richmond has 
been brought about by the sale of Lib- 
erty bonds, and since all issues of 
these bonds are now selling at about 
par, it is not improbable that further 
loans against the bonds may be paid 
off by sale of the bonds.”

To the layman the drawings ani

Referring to the @sawing, the one 
shown in the upper tert hand corner, 
marked one, shows two wires crossing 
each other, but without any connection 
between them. ‘The next one below is 
shown the same two wires connected 
together. The figure 3 shows the 
aerial, whether it has one or a dozen 
wires in it; 4 shows the ground con- 
nection, either from the set or for 
lightning protection. Figure 5 repre- 
sents the battery. 


Usually the battery 
is shown a little larger for the B bat- 
tery than for the storage battery. The | 
positive and negative poles are cleariy 
shown. ‘The cross is the positive and 
the minus side shows the negative. .\ | 
fixed condenser is shown at 6. As will 
be seen there are two representations 
for this instrument and either one is 
correct. A variable condenser ol, 
shown at 7. The arrow across any in- 
strument shows that it is variable. 

A transformer is shown at 8. In 
this case it has fixed coupling and ‘in 
the one shown at 9 it is variable. This 
might represent either a loose coupler 
or a vario-coupler. At 10 is shown a 
crystal detector of any type. Eleven 
represents an inductance or tuning co:! 
of some sort. ‘I'welve shows this same 
coil equipped with a slider or taps. 
This is shown at the point marked G. 
Thirteen shows a resistance winding 
such as a rheostat or a potentiometer. 
The head set is marked 14 and a power 
transformer or amplifying transformer 
is shown by the figure 15. The weil- 
known symbol of the vacuum tube is 
represented by 16. In this drawing 
the grid is on the left hand side, the 
filament in the center and the plate at 
the right. Seventeen and 18 show an 
ammeter and a voltmeter respectively, 
and 19 shows the diagramatic way of 
representing a variometer. 

These are the principal symbols 
used in a receiving set and should be 
memorized so that the drawings may 
be easily and quickly read. The be- 
ginner will find that he ean very 
quickly get to know these symbols en 
sight and it will greatly inerease the 
pleasure of reading the radio articles.

SEES FOWER DANGER 


Washington, April 14.—Enactment 
of the administration merchant marine 
bill would give the shipp:ng board 
powers greater than those vested in 
the federal reserve bourd or any other 
government agency, and might enable 
the shipping board tc “play favorites” 
in the granting of power to shipping 
interests. Representative Bland, Vir- 
ginia, a democratic member of the 
house merehant marine comiittee, de- 
clared at today’s, session of the joint 
congressional! hearings on the meas- 
ure. 

Cross-examining R. T.° Merrill, re- 
search director for the shipping board, 
who helped frame the bill, Mr. Bland 
asked whether there was any provi- 
sion in the measure to prevent abuse 
by the shipping board of its power. 
Mr. Merrill responded that if the board 
eypended “too great aid, the limita- 
tion of profits feature would com- 
pletely protect the treasury from any 
carelessness on the part of the board.” 

Taking up a vortention of Mr. 
Bland that companies which believed 
they had been diser'ininated against, 
would have the right to appeal from 
shipping board decisions. Representa- 
tive Briggs, democ:at. Texas, asked the 
witness whether ‘his was true. 

“As the bill is drufted there is no 
provision for review of the board's de- 
cisions,” Mr. Merrill replied, adding 
that the board could refuse to enter 
into a contract for aids with any 
shipping firm believe? to be without 
necessary “ability, exnerience and re- 
source to fulfill its contract.” 


Dying New Y orker 
May Be Victim 
Ot Sinn Feiners 


New York, April 14.—Death today 
was standing by the bedside of Pat- 
rick Connor in the reconstruction hos- 
pital and ready to seal, perhaps for 
ever, the mystery attending the ap- 
parently premeditated attack on bia 
late last night in one of the most 
exclusive residence sections of the city. 
The man who fired four shots into 
Connor’s body had been lying in wait 
for him near the Sérd street entrance 
to Central park and he was seen by 
a number of persons talking with an- 
other man and a girl, who were to- 
day being sought by the authorities. 

Connor lasped into unconsciousness 
before he could tell the name of his 
assailant, and members of his family 
were silent. Around the case, how- 
ever, there was an atmosphere of cold- 
blooded vindictiveness that has. been 
missing in most of New York’s long 
list of recent homicide cases. Many re- 
ports gained currency, but one that 
either had some fragment of truth 
supporting it or was romantic enough 
to be believed was to the effect that 
Connor, a former Sinn Feiner, had 
been shot down in retribution for hav- 
ing hetraved his Irish compatriots to 
the British.

“POP” ANSON 
PASSES 


Chicago, April 14.—Adrian C. An- 
son, tor more than half a century 
one of the notable figures of baseball, 
died here today at St. Luke’s hospital 
after a week’s illness and just two 
days before his 70th birthday. 

The death of “Pop” Anson. as he 
was called by the thousands of base- 
ball followers who have known him 
as one Of the legendary heroes of the 
national sport, came suddenly after 
it was believed he was well on the 
way to recovery following an opera- 
tion last Monday. He had been strick- 
en on the streets with internal trouble. 

Mr. Anson’s death has placed the 
sport-loving world in mourning, for 
“Pop” not only was beloved by every 
person interested in baseball, but was 
admired for his manliness and square- 
less by all true sportsmen. His abil- 
ity on the diamond, where he was 
looked on by oldtimers as the greatest 
of first basemen, brought him admira- 
tion of the type given to physical 
prowess, while his sportsmanship 
brought him the respect of all. 

“Pop” a Sport Lover. 

“Pop” was an outdoors lover up to 
the day he was stricken, turning to 
golf when be no. longer could handle 
a baseball. His confinement in the 
hospital was very irksome and during 
the last few days his first question 
to his doctor daily was ‘“‘When do I 
zo home, doc?” 

He always followed this with an 
insistent request that he be permitted 
to go home for his birthday—Monday 
—and was greatly cheered on the oc- 
casions that he was told this might 
be possible. 

“Pop” Anson saw baseball formed, 
virtually, and watched it go through 
all the stages which brought it to the 
present position. As a boy he played 
his first contest at a time when the 
game really was the old “rounders” 
and was just starting in the process 
of evolution which brought it to the 
point where it is the stand-by of near- 
ly every youngster. He played first 
with Marshalltown, Iowa, later go- 
ing to Rockford, lll., where he was

a teammate of the late A. G. Spalding, 
the great pitcher. In the early sey- 
enties he played with the Philadelphia 
Athletes, the Chicago Nationals, and 
it was with the latter ¢lub that he 
reached a pinnacle of playing ability. 
All-Time All-American Pick. 

“Pop's” great work as a slugger, 
fielder and leader brought him recog- 
nition as the first baseman chosen by 
Spalding’s for the mythical all-time 
all-American team, players being se- 
lected chiefly on their statistical 
records. 

In the early eighties he became 
manager of the Chicago team and in 
winning many pennants became known 
for his fairnéss and strictness as a 
disciplinarian. Through the various 
baseball fights and the numerous oc- 
casions of internal dissension which 
“Pop” watched, he always insisted 
on fair play. 

This trait wes carried with him to 
the golf links, where he has been: a 
familiar figure in recent years. He 
always observed the many rules of 
golf etiquette and insisted that those 
about him do the same. ‘There are 
few tyros of the local public links 
who have not received one of his fa- 
mous “bawling outs” for moving, talk- 
ing or violating some rule of etiquette 
as the oldtimer prepared for his 
shots. To the beginner, unfamiliar 
with golf, Mr. Anson’s extreme care 
in preparing for each shot proved 
very exasperating. 

Funeral arrangements had not been 
definitely completed tonight, but it 
was believed that a public funeral 
downtown would be held. Mr. Anson 
is survived by four daughters, Mrs. 
Walter H. Clough, Mount Clair, N. J.; 
Mrs. Arthur C. Dodge, Mrs. C. B 3 
Cherry and Mrs. A. W. Sottman, the 
latter three living here.

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Big Help to Crackers 
In Halting Lookouts 


Atlanta Team Hits Well in Pinches and Proves 
Extremely Pleasing to Home-Town Cus- 
tomers—Mayer and Ripperton Stars.

Intelligent pitching by “Buddy” Na- 
pier, smart baseball by his comrades 
in the pinches, and hitting when men 
were on bases, combined to give the 
Atianta Crackers a 5-0 victory over 
the Chattanooga Lookouts in the first 
local game of the season, yesterday 
afternoon. It is estimated that more 


than 9,000 spectators witnessed the 


battle, which should be sufficient at- 
terdance to give Atlanta the South- 
ern league attendance trophy for the 
third consecutive season. 

It was the Crackers’ second victory 
over the Lookouts'in as many days, 
and was the third game between the 
two teams since the championship 
race started, Chattanooga copping the 
first by a 1-0 count Wednesday after- 
noon in the Tennessee city. 

Napier was rapped fairly hard by 
the visiting batsmen, but they were 
anable to accomplish anything when 
a punch was needed. Napier was 
given the kind of assistance by his 
teammates that wins games and they 
pulled him out of many predicaments 
that looked squally to say the least. 

Johnson Was Wild. 

George Johnson, former Auburn 
star, who pitched for the Lookouts, 
was strong at times, but he lacked 
the splendid control that marked Na- 
pier’s exhibition. This same _ wild- 
ness proved exceedingly costly, par- 
ticularly in the eighth inning, when 
he issued a couple of bases on balls, 
both being later turned into tallies 
hy the home crew. Johnson appeared 
to have plenty of stuff and pitched 
himself away from peril more than 
once. 

The Crackers scored all their runs 
in three rallies. They put a run-

Smart baseball was played through- 
out by the locals—this feature adding 
considerably to the success of the first 
venture at Ponce de Leon. That's 
one advantage of having veterans in 
charge, they know at to do with 
a ball in the pinches and rarely exe- 
cute a move that hurts. 

The Chattanooga team again gare 
evidence of possessing considerable 
more class than was the case last sea- 
son.

The usual lone rooter 
from Chattanooga was on hand in the 
grandstand and was forced to stand 
the good-natured kidding of his neigh- 


bors. 

Much of the credit for the big at- 
tendance goes to the Atlanta Cham- 
ber of Commerce, backed by the mem- 
bers of the EFighty-second division as- 
sociation, which co-operated in pro- 
moting the event. The Rotary club, 
Kiwanis club, Lion’s club, Advertis- 
ing club, Civitan club, Atlanta Con- 
vention bureau, Retail Merchants as- 
sociation, Chamber of Commerce, 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, Elks’ 
lodge, American [Legion and other 
civic organizations were officially rep- 
resented by big delegations. 

Napier and Johnson Pitch. 

“Buddy” Napier was on the mound 
for the Crackers while George John- 
son, the Auburn star, was in the 
box for the Lookouts. Umpires Tan- 
dy and Williams bandled the game. 
For the first eight innings the game 
was a pitchers’ battle between the 
twirlers with Napier having a shade 
the best of the argument.

trying to strangle and kill representa- 


tive government. 

He predicted that the stand-pat- 
ters will have an easy fight to win. 

Councilman J. A. Couch, who 
poured hot shot at the mayor and 
the board of education in the fifth 
ward Thursday night, on the pro- 
gram at the seventh ward meeting 
for an address, again unlimbered: his 
artillery in the direction of the mayor 
and the board. 

“This Choate charter,” he began, “is 
not the Choate charter. It’s Mayor 
Key’s charter. I think Choate sug- 
gested it to the committee and the 
mayor wrote it out for him.” 

He charged that the mayor and 
Commissioner McCalley are doing the 
board of education more harm than 
“anybody since the days of R. J. 

“The mayor actually be- 
lieves the people voted the bond 
money for him,” the councilman as- 
serted. 

McCalley Named “Dean.” 

“Up at the board of education Mce- 
Calley says what he wants, the mayor 
seconds it, and that’s all there is to 
it.” He said the mayor had named 
McCalley “dean of the Atlanta school 
system.” 

“One little incident about McCal- 
ley I don’t know whether I ought to 
tell or not, but I believe I will, They 
employ Ten Eyck Brown for some- 
thing, I’ve never found exactly for 
what. I asked President Gaines and 
he didn’t know, but the mayor knows. 

“After council voted by a large 
majority at a meeting the other day 
to cut the architects’ fees, McCalley 
met me out in the corridor and said: 
‘Yon’ve played hell.’ 

“IT said: ‘McCalley, why don’t you 
quit fooling with these school doctors 
from up north and get busy building 
some of these schools,’ and McCalley 
replied, ‘There’s not a man in Atlanta 
who has sense enough to build these 
schools.’ ” 

“Same Incubator Used.” 


This same statement was credited 
to President Gaines also, by Alder- 
man W. C. Davis. another speaker 
at the meeting. With reference to 
the charters he declared that the 
Choate and Watkins plans were 
“hatched in the same _ incubator.” 
One of the things he asserted Mayor 
Key would do if he got back in 
office under the Choate charter would 
be to “take about $300,000 and put 
a market building down here on 
this lot in negro town where he’s 
already tied up $85,000- of, the peo- 
ple’s money.” 

Councilman W. C. Jenkins spoke 
advocating the present form of gov- 
ernment. 

At the close of the meeting the 
erowd was polled on “representative” 
rovernment and voted unanimously in 
favor of it.

Philip Murray, international yice 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers of America, who is here to spend 
Easter with his family, today predict- 
ed that “there will be a serious bi- 
tuminous coal shortage throughout 
the country inside of four weeks.” 

Without attempting to minimize 
the magnitude of the struggle ahead 
of the union forces. Mr. Murray said 
the continuation of a 100 per cent 
Strike among the union miners, with 
steady accessions to the strike ranks 
in the non-union fields, indicates 
“certain success for our cause.” 

IIe said he expected to be in the 
city until Monday, leaving then to 
resume the anthracite field negotia- 
tions Tuesday, in the east.

TO LEAVE HOMES. 

Cresson, Pa., April 14.—John Bro- 
phy, president of district No. 2, 
United Mine Workers, tonight an- 
nounced that the families of 28 strik- 
ing miners had been notified to leave 
the coal company houses they occupy 
in Revloc, before tomorrow night.

had been released. 


DAUGHERTY OPTIMIST 
NV STRIKE SITUATION 


Washington, April 14.—Attorney- 
General Daughterty bas assured Pres- 
ident Harding that developments in 
the coal strike are “encouraging,” in 
so far as he could observe during his 
trip to Indiana, just concluded. 


After a lengthy conference with the 
president Friday, Dauglerfy said: 
“There are indications that efforts are 
being made in the various fields to 
bring the miners and operators to- 
gether, for a settlement.”

Leakesville, Miss., April 14.—Man- 

cy F. Kelly, condemned murderer of 

J. F. Green, United States prohibi- 

tion officer, and W. I. Dunnam, mar- 

shal of Richton, never saw the grim 

rope of death as prescribed by the 

court, but took his own life a few min- 

utes before the execution was to take 

place. The deed was done with a small 

_ pocket knife that Kelly had concealed 

‘in his shoe, and he slashed his throat 

just as the procession was entering 

his cell to carry him to the gallows. 


The suicide was in the presence of 
a deputy who was in the act of open- 
ing the door to Kelly’s cell to allow 
hey. F. W. Johnson to enter and give 
the condemned man his last spiritual 
advice. 

Kelly was brought from Hatties- 
burg to the jail here last night by 
Sheriff Webb Walley and Deputy J. 
N. Sowell and was lodged in the death 
cell awaiting the noon hour of today, 
when he was to be hanged in the local 
jail. This morning all arrangements 
were completed for his execution. The 
trap and the rope were all in perfect 
condition, Sheriff Walley having at- 
tended to these details before Kelly 
was brought here. ‘The board of su- 
pervisors, the sheriff, his deputies and 
the legal number of witnesses were 

witness the execution. 

ev. Johnson was coming to the 
'¢ondemned man with sheriff Walley 
as the time for springing the death 
trap drew near. The prisoner’s wife 
was leaving the cell and in the time 
between when Mrs. Kelly left and the 
deputy opened the door, Kelly whipped 
out the concealed knife and slashed 
his throat with the same grim atti- 
tude that he has maintained since be- 
ing convicted of murder of the two of- 
ficers. 

Mrs. Kelly said her husband had 
told her he had obtained the knife from 
a fellow prisoner in Jackson, who had 
showed him how to evnceal it in his 
shoe. He left a note saying he alone 
was responsible for his suicide. Kelly 
showed signs of nervousness as he 
heard the procession of officials draw 
near and, suddenly, without any warn- 
ing, he grabbed the knife, opened it 
and slashed his throat, making a deep 
cut. Rev. Johnson gave the alarm 
and the physician that was with the 
officials who were to witness the ex- 
ecution, rushed up and administered 
what medical attention he could, but 
it was of no avail. 

Mancy Kelly, who was to hang at 1 
o’clock, was dead at that time from 
loss of blood. From the first news 
that he was to hang today, Kelly kept 
himself at utmost composure, eating 
and cleeyxng regularly and maintain- 
ing his nerve. He is the first to die 
as the result of the crime for which 
he was tried. 

Bond. another of the party, is un- 
der sentence of death. Both he and 
Kelly were wounded in the battle with 
the officers of the law. 


Woman Attempted 
_ Qpuicide to Guide | 
Hubby as Spirit 


Newark, N. J., April 14.—Mrs. 
Maude Fancher, who swallowed pol- 
son yesterday after slaying her baby 
son, Cecil Raymond, hoped to guide 
her husband to happiness as an eman- 
cipated spirit. She is at death’s door 
in City hospital. ae 

The story of her belief in spiritual- 
ism was told in the three letters— 
one of twenty pages, written before 
she took the poison, one after the 
baby’s death, and the third as she 
was half conscious herself. 

Mr. Fancher said today that soon 
after they were imarried in Detroit 
three years ago, he and his wife at- 
etnded a seance at a private home in 
that city, and both talked to their 
dead parents. Since that time, he 
said, Mrs. Fancher had taken a great 
interest in spiritualism. 

“That seance,” he said, “put the 
whole idea into her head. She thought 
she could do better for me if she 
were dead and would gide me for 
heaven.” 

Mrs. Fancher’s hea'th had been very 
poor since the birth of their son, and 
she felt, her letters indicated, that 
her death would relieve her husbane@ 
of a severe handicay She took the 
baby’s life because she could not bear 
to think of someone else caring for 
the boy, she said. 

“Dear, my heart is breaking at 
leaving you and you love the baby so, 
too,” she wrote, “but remember, you 

to get yourself another son, and a 
eet one, too, for I am going to 
guide -you until you do.” 

“Darling beloved husband,” another 
letter started, “I am writing you a 
line on this queer suicide, and I know 
what everyone will say—‘Oh, she has 
lost her mind’—but I haven’t by a 
long ways. I know just what I am 
doing. I want you to get married 
again if you wish. You know about 
spiritualism, and I want you to go 
where you can talk with me.” 

She directed that she and the baby 
be buried in the saine casket, and said 
she did not want the bodies shipped 
home to Detroit. She suggested tnart 
the husband dispose of all of their 
household. effects and other property, 
and return to Detroit to live. 

While physicians say there is lit- 
tle chance for the weman’s recovery. 
she stated today that if she gets well 
she would try suicide again, and “next 
time,” she said, “I'll make a good job 
of it, you may be sure.”

New York, April 14.—Reports that 
Mrs. Edith Rockefeller Eller McCor- 
mick, of Chicago, has become inter- 
ested in a passenger carrying commer- 
cial air line, intending to institute 
travel between Chicago and New York 
by means of airplanes carrying ‘200 
persons and 25,000 péunds of freight” 
were received with some incredulity 
at the aeronautical chamber of com- 
merce here. 

Officials pointed out that there is 
not a landing field in the countfy 
equipped to handle the arrival or de- 
parture of.the gigantic airplane pro- 
posed, and that aeronautical engineers 
consider the building of ships of great 
size unfeasible. 

It is true, they said, that some am- 
ateurs have put forth ideas, sujw 
ported by drawings, of huge machines 
with vast wing-spread and wheels “as 
big as a house.” But from the aero- 
dynamic point of view, the time is not 
ripe to attempt the building of such 
monsters. 

Aviation experts believe Mrs. Mc- 
Cormick must be thinking of dirigibles. 
Several projects are under consider- 
ation at present for the establishment 
of airlines across the continent, but 
all contemplate the use of lighter-than- 
air machines.
